
1- In view of a decision reached by DD/P to review and revise the^a_ 
plans within CIA's current or reasonably prospective capabilities, it was 
agreed that the FE Planning Staff, with the assistance and collaboration 
of the FT Division, would recast the plans somewhat as follows: 



Xl) Indicate those tasks of CIA responsibility directed 
against targets outside the military theater. 

(2) Review the 3TCS draft paper of May 19, 1952, and, in 
light of the positio n of the JCS that the Theater Commander is 
responsible for all unconvent ional activities within the theater, 
indicate by a general statement that CIA is prepared to undertake 
ts. s': tasks prescribed by the Theater Commander within its curr ent 
capabilities and tha t logistical and personnel support ns must 


v accom pany- any assignment beyond. .cur rent capabilities, (This 


should then eliminate existing Annexes A, B, and C.) 
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(3) Make some proviso that the CIA Senior Representative 

is authorized to call upon the Theater Commander Tor logistical 

aid and assistance for such tasks outside the Theater which may 

have indirect impact upon his command as set forth in paragraph 4.b„, 

page 6, of the JCS document.

above, and the major factors have been resolved, the plans will be submitted 
to CFE for his cfoMourroitcey after which time they should be informally coordi- 


nated with the JSFD (Colonel Wright )j and then submitted to the 10/2 represen- 
tatives with an accompanying transmittal letter to the PSB indicating that 
CIA can accomplish only such parts of the original PSB plan as are within 


its immediate capabilities and that its expanded activities must be

sistent with the provisions of the newly drafted plans which require "on-the- 
spot" support, logigtl e dr-TBu p pagt. from the military field commander. 
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
